LATE AND IMPORTANT Developments of the Industry 


FIR PRICES HINT HEAVY FUTURE BUILDING. Signs of a price pickup in the fir 
market are appearing in the Pacific northwest, signalling stronger 
and more expensive building next spring. The latest prices on many 
popular fir sizes are 25% higher than a year ago. 


ORDER FILES RISING. Order files are up 20%-25% over the same period last year 
and most of the business is for lumber to be used next spring. Orders 


are coming in much sooner than expected and at a faster rate than 
1954. 


CANADIAN COMPETITION LESS IMPORTANT. British Columbia mills normally offer 
plenty of competition but they now are busy supplying the United 
Kingdom and other overseas customers with increased amounts of lumber. 
BC shipments to the Atlantic coast in October were off 26% from 1955. 
Shipments to the United Kingdom were up 40% in October. 


REDUCED LOG INVENTORIES. Many mills discount talk of severe log shortages but 
admit freely that because inventories are a bit lower there's a 
definite upward price trend in the market. Military buying of lumber 
is another reason. September buying by the military at Portland was 


triple that of the same month in 1953. Rumor is that December sales 
will be up 80%. 


STARTLING FACTS ON THE FIX-UP MARKET. The recent Census Bureau survey reveals 


that 70% of ALL homes were repaired, added to, or altered in the first 
five months of 1954. That's 17.8 million homes and about $3 billion 
was spent. On a yearly basis the fix-up market weighs in at about 

$8 billion. The agency says that around half of this business is 
do-it-yourself ... the rest is handled by small contractors. 


FARM OUTPUT HIGH. Last year was the fifth highest in history. The Agriculture 
department's final report on 1954 crops showed substantial reductions 
in acreage but the overall yield per acre was just short of a new 
record. Corn, wheat and cotton all fell behind last year. Federal 
controls were largely responsible for the smaller wheat and cotton 
crops. 


GOOD REPAYMENT RECORD ON MORTGAGES. The growing willingness of lending insti- 
tutions to write mortgages on terms that were unheard of only a short 
time ago reflects more than government backing. Real estate to date 
has been a good investment with foreclosure rates still low, even 
though showing a slight increase. Rural bankers are expected to be 
more cooperative after their conventions in the next few months. . 
top speakers will tell a convincing story about more liberal loans. 


PAINTERS LEAD IN WAGE INCREASES. Union wage scales for all building trades 
workers advanced to $2.82 as an average in 1954. The jump was 3.2% 


compared to 4% in 1953. Painters showed the greatest gain with a 6% 
raise in wages. 


CONTRACTOR PAYROLLS SOAR. Builders employed 2,807,000 workers during 4 typical 
month in 1954. The low point was January with 400,000 fewer men 
employed. October is believed to have set an all-time record on 
2,900,000. 


IT'S CHEAPER TO BUILD IN RICHMOND. The Department of Labor's survey of 85 
cities points out that carpenters are paid $2.20 an hour at Richmond, 
Va., but that York, Penna., is close with $2.30. On the high side 
are Philadelphia with $3.20 and Toledo with $3.10.

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Home Building, FHA Requests Set Record 


Both home building and requests 
for government financing of homes 
in November set records for the 
month. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
estimated non-farm housing starts 
in November totaled 103,000—26% 
above the 81,500 level of Novem- 
ber, 1953. And, the bureau report- 
ed, it “represented an unusually 
small decline (3%) from the pre- 
vious month,” when starts came to 
106,000. 

Usually, housing starts sink by 
10% to 15% between October and 
November. 

At the same time, the Federal 
Housing Administration an- 
nounced it had received a record 
number of applications for home 
mortgage insurance in November. 

FHA Commissioner Mason said 
his agency received requests for 
financing of 52,700 dwelling units 
during the month. This was an 
increase of 29,000 over the like 
month a year ago but 1,750 under 
October. The previous high for 
November was set in 1947, when 
buyers asked financing for 46,000 
homes. 

Of November’s requests, 26,850 
were for new construction and 
25,850 for purchases of older 
homes. 


Credits Housing Law 

The flood of FHA applications, 
Commissioner Mason said, stems 
from the new housing law which 
reduces the down payment needed 
by the prospective buyers of new 
and existing homes. Mr. Mason 
noted that this reduction is espe- 
cially favorable in the sale of 
lower cost homes, where in some 
cases purchases can be made with 
only half the amount of cash pre- 
viously required. 

Reducing Backlog 

The FHA announcement also 
noted the agency was beginning to 
make a sizable dent in its backlog 
of cases under examination. On 
November 30 the number of cases 
in which processing had not been 
completed totaled 53,570, compared 
with 62,750 on October 31. During 
December, when building activity 
declines seasonally, Commissioner 
Mason said he hopes to cut further 
into the backlog. © 


Over a Million 


For the first 11 months of this 
year, according to the Labor Bu- 
reau’s report, non-farm housing 
starts have come to 1,122,800, 
compared with 1,038,000 for the 
like 1953 period. Starts this year 
have already topped the full 1953 
total of 1,103,800. 





Ottinger, U.S. Plywood 


Founder, Dies at 71 


Lawrence Ot- 
tinger, 71, 
founder and 
chairman of the 
board of United 
States Plywood 
Corporation, 
died recently at 
Scarsdale, N. Y., 
of a heart attack 
during his sleep. Ottinger 

Mr. Ottinger leaves a widow, the 
former Louise Lowenstein, of Chi- 
cago; a son, Lt. Richard Lawrence 
Ottinger, United States Air Force 
and a daughter, Patricia. Son of 
the late Moses and Amelia Ottin- 
ger, Lawrence Ottinger, was born 
in New York City on March 25, 
1884. 

In recent years, Mr. Ottinger 
had gradually relinquished author- 
ity in United States Plywood Cor- 
poration, which he had guided 
from its start in 1919 to one of the 
world’s largest plywood  enter- 
prises. At his death he was serving 
as chairman of the board of direc- 
tors, a post to which he was elected 
on September 2, 1953. 

He was a director of the Scars- 
dale National Bank, an honorary 
governor of the White Plains 
(N. Y.) Hospital, a member of the 
board of Camp Rainbow, a camp 
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for underpriveleged New York 
children and a member of the 
Sunningdale Country Club, West- 
chester, N. Y. He established the 
Ottinger Foundation, a charitable 
trust. He was an active member 
of the American Arbitration So- 
ciety.

Eventually, 
branch offices will be opened in 
other FHA districts of the state 
as business demands. 


Sees $600 Million in 
Aluminum Building Items 


Aluminum building product 
sales passed the $500 million mark 
in 1954 for the first time and 1955 
should see sales climb to $600 mil- 
lion or better, Frank R. Nichols, 
president, Nichols Wire & Alumi- 
num Co., Davenport, Iowa, said. 

A record-breaking fourth-quar 
ter of 1954, indications of strong 
demand through the first half of 
1955, and the rapid growth in sales 
of promising new products are 
among the major factors for 
“strong optimism,” Nichols de- 
clared. He pointed out that plans 
for new construction are at a rec- 
ord level. 

“The new year’s problems may, 
however, be on the same spectacu- 
lar scale as the year’s sales,” Nich- 
ols warned. “The growing demand 
for aluminum may even conflict 
with the government's stockpiling 
policy. Certain steel products al 
ready are scarce and a shortage in 
one metal inevitably creates great- 
er demand for other metals.”

During the first half of 1954, 
8.7% of the nation’s homeowners 
spent more than $500 each on their 
home and accounted for 50.8% of 
the $3 billion spent for home im- 
provements during this period. 

This was revealed in the final 
results of a Bureau of Census sur- 
vey of 3,700 dwelling units in 86 
sample areas last June to get a 
representative sample of the esti- 
mated 25.3 million properties in 
the United States. 

The survey obtained data on 
money spent for replacements, al- 
terations, additions and other 
property improvements. The ex- 
penditures studied consisted of 
money spent by the owner in doing 
his own fix-up work as well as the 
cost of work done by contract. 

This study also revealed that 
homeowners spent slightly more 
for alterations ($1.410 billion) 
than they did for home repairs 
($1.264 billion) and about half of 
these improvements were done by 
the homeowner himself. 


Do-It-Yourself Growing 


According to the survey, do-it- 
yourself is growing and becoming 
an important factor in the home 
improvement program. About half 
the money spent was used to buy 
materials and the balance of the 
estimated $3 billion was paid to 
have someone do the job. 

This means that most of the ma- 
terials were put in place by the 
homeowner himself. In doing this 
work, the householder needed tools 
which he had to purchase or rent 
if he didn’t already own them. 
Tool purchases weren’t considered 
in this survey. 


Farmers Minor Market 


On the whole, farmers spent 
less for property improvements 
than nonfarmers. Only 10% of the 
total expenditures for improve- 
ments were spent by the farmers— 
though farms renresent 14% of 
owner-occupied properties. 

For materials, the farmer spent 
about the same amount as urban 
dwellers. But for contract work, 
the farm owners spent somewhat 
less. This appears to be the result 
of farmers supplying their own 
labor to a greater extent. 


10% Are Half the Market 


There was a wide variation in 
the money spent individually by 
homeowners during the first half 
of the year. Most of them spent 
only small sums, but a few spent a 
relatively large amount. About 
half the homeowners spent less 
than $61, but the total spent by 
these households represented less 
than 10% of the total amount spent 
for home improvements. 

On the other hand, 10% spent 
more than $500 and accounted for 
about a half of the total spent. 
These large amounts do not repre- 
sent money spent for individual 
jobs but are the totals spent by a 
household for a five-month period. 


The survey discloses there is a 
direct relationship between the 
average amount spent on property 
and the time period in which it 
was spent. More money was spent 
during the first five months last 
year on properties which had been 
recently purchased than those 
bought some years ago.

Mason 


Norman P. Mason, commissioner 
of the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, tells this page exclusively 
that the FHA is now working on 
a couple of special projects. In 
earlier days the agency got the 
reputation for being rather largely 
a metropolitan agency; dealing 
chiefly with mass-production build- 
ers in big cities. Mason says 
there’s nothing wrong about work- 
ing with big-city builders; and as 
a matter of fact the need for 
housing has been and still is severe 
in metropolitan areas. But the 
FHA is anxious to spread its hous- 
ing service, if possible, to wider 
areas, including smaller cities and 
towns. 

In this connection, the National 
Voluntary Mortgage Credit Exten- 
sion committee, provided for in 
the Housing Act of 1954, and 
which is just getting into action, 
is in Mason’s opinion an important 
tool in spreading housing credit 
service to those places where loans 
that can be serviced by the FHA 
have been difficult to get. 

There may have to be some ex- 
perimental work done in getting 
this added service to functioning 
smoothly; simply because this is 
usually true of every new service. 
3ut Mason has every confidence in 
the soundness of the idea and in 
the ability of the men who have 
consented to serve on the com- 
mittee. 


Allow for Quality 


The second project is one an ex- 
perienced lumberman and builder

would see and promote. Possibly 
because of earlier experience with 
excessive loans, it seems that ap- 
praisers are inclined to be hard- 
boiled in regard to all loans. There 
are cases in which a prospective 
owner, usually on the advice of an 
experienced builder, has arranged 
to have better than average heat- 
ing or plumbing installed; not bet- 
ter in the sense of being more 
Hollywood in appearance, but bet- 
ter in lasting qualities. It might 
add to the real value of the house 
and in the long run save money 
that otherwise would have to be 
spent in premature replacements. 

Now and then appraisers have 
been unwilling to allow this extra 
cost of $100 or so to be reflected in 
the insured loan. Mason thinks 
this is not a sound working prin- 
ciple. He agrees that loans must 
reflect no more than the actual and 
proper cost of the building. But he 
is sure as an experienced building 
materials merchant that such 
added costs, when they mean su- 
perior equipment that adds to the 
lasting value of the building, are 
wise and proper. 

So the agency is working on 
methods that will take into account 
these added costs for lasting qual- 
ity in approving mortgages. It’s 
not simple to make such apprais- 
als; but clearly the needed for- 
mulas should be worked out. 


Call the FHA 


Here’s a bit of human nature 
that Mason mentioned with some 
amusement. The FHA finds that 
a number of people who have lived 
for years in apartments and then 
have built or purchased detached 
houses really need some education 
as home owners. As apartment 
dwellers they’ve become accus- 
tomed to special services. If a pipe 
freezes or a window pane gets 
broken or some other housing ex- 
igency shows up they’ve always 
called the landlord. 

As home owners they’re com- 
pelled, unwillingly, to understand 
that they are their own landlords; 
that they have to mow the lawn 
in summer and shovel snow off 
sidewalks in winter. A rather sur- 
prising number call the financial 
institution that made the loan, or 
even the local office of the FHA, 
expecting to get the landlord serv- 
ice to which they were formerly 
accustomed. 

These people shifted to the own- 
ership of a detached house, be- 
cause it was less expensive than

apartment renting, or because they 
wanted a yard for the children or 
more rooms in the house. Some of 
them didn’t dream that their as- 
suming the duties of ownership 
helped explain the lesser cost, and 
some are unwilling to believe these 
things when they do learn them. 
Maybe this is a factor that should 
be added to the training of con- 
tractor and real estate salesman; 
how to teach a customer to be his 
own landlord. 

Norm Mason has been commis- 
sioner of the FHA for a matter of 
months; coming into the office at 
the difficult time when the stories 
of windfall profits and the per- 
formances of the “suede - shoe 
salesmen,” operating under Title I, 
had recently broken. 


Those irregularities had oc- 
curred long before the Mason ap- 
pointment; but the new commis- 
sioner had the difficult duty of 
reorganizing the agency. As is 
characteristic of him, Norm Mason 
refers to these things as oppor- 
tunities for directing the agency 
down the route of public service 
it was meant to follow. 


improved FHA Staff 


He is still restaffing the FHA; 
says he has been especially for- 
tunate in getting high-grade people 
to accept appointments; and as an 
example he mentions Frank Meis- 
trell, an attorney of Lawrence, 
Long Island, recently appointed as 
genera! counsel for FHA. Mason 
has a long record in public service; 
both in his home state of Massa- 
chusetts and elsewhere. But this 
office, he thinks, brings him one of 
his best opportunities for using 
federal authority for the benefit 
of the American public. 

He believes in the importance of 
the construction industry as a sup 
port of the nationai economy. He 
wants, so far as possible, to put 
this industry into the hands of 
private enterprise. But, as he has 
said often before, he follows Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in supporting a 
certain amount of public housing. 
It seems clear that in certain big 
cities private enterprise is not in 
a position to supply all the housing 
needed. Without public housing 
certain groups will not get the 
shelter they need. However, the 
commissioner hopes that public 
housing will be needed only as a 
temporary supplement to private 
enterprise. —R. Y. Kerr.

The main thing people don’t like 
in interior paint is an offensive 
odor. Paint that is difficult to ap- 
ply, has poor coverage and colors 
that won't cover former colors are 
additional sources of dissatisfac- 
tion, 

The public apparently feels that 
manufacturers are doing a good 
job in making paint because more 
than 80% of the survey respond- 
ents liked their exterior paint. For 
interiors, more than 86% of the 
people liked the paint they used. 


Exterior Paint Facts 


The exteriors of most houses are 
painted during the months of July 
and August except in the south 
central region, where the peak 
painting month is May and in the 
south Atlantic area where the 
peak month is June. 

More than half of the people 
favor white for exterior paint. 
Other colors in order of favor are 
gray, cream, brown-tan, green and 
yellow. 

In most families, the brand of 
exterior paint is selected by the 
men of the house. The women gen- 
erally have a majority voice in se- 
lecting the color, but most of the 
exterior paint is actually pur- 
chased by men. 


Do-It-Yourself Trend 


The do-it-yourself movement is 
important in the field of exterior 
painting, but even more important 
in interior painting. Of all the 
families interviewed, more than 
15% did their exterior painting 
themselves. Most consumers apply 
two coats, but the survey reveals 
a trend toward one-coat paints. 

On an average, most families 
use 8.3 gallons of paint on the ex- 
terior of their houses and the aver- 
age cost of the paint is $40.80. 
Only 18% of the consumers know 
that it is possible to pay for paint 
or painting on the installment 
plan. Apparently, the budget sys- 
tem for selling paint has been 
overlooked and provides a major 
field for increasing paint sales. 

The survey also discloses a tre- 
mendous potential for exterior 
paint sales on the farm—especially 
in the light of the trend-to-white 
for outbuildings. Here are the 
figures on farm outbuildings that 
are NOT painted: barns, 69% ; ma- 
chine sheds, 92%; poultry houses, 
89%; granaries, 93%; and other 
buildings, 95%.

majority of the rooms are painted 
rather than papered. The favorite 
colors for interiors, in order of 
importance, are green-chartreuse, 
blue-blue-gray, pink-rose-coral- 
red, yellow-canary-maize and 
white-off-white. More than 70% of 
the people found the color they 
wanted was available ready-mixed. 

Here are the colors people pre- 
fer for specific rooms: living, din- 
ing and hall — green-chartreuse; 
bedrooms — blue-blue-gray; kitch- 
ens — yellow-canary-maize; bath- 
rooms — white-off-white. For the 
most part, people prefer interior 
paints that have a flat rather than 


a gloss finish. Nearly four out of 
five rooms have painted woodwork. 


Favorite Painting Months 


Judging from average figures on 
when rooms were painted last, 
there is a tremendous market for 
interior paint sales in all areas. 
On an average, it has been 21% 
years since kitchens were painted, 
34% years since bedrooms were 
painted and all other rooms were 
last painted three years ago. 

The favorite months for interior 
painting are May and September. 
Obviously, people do not like to do 
interior painting in the hot sum-

In low and middle income 
brackets, more women than men 
actually go out and buy the in- 
terior paint. As incomes increase, 
more and more paint is purchased 
by contract painters. 


Brushes Popular 


The supremacy of the do-it-your- 
self movement in interior painting 
is revealed by the fact that in 71% 
of the cases, interior painting is 
done by one or more members of 
the family. The most popular paint 
for interiors is that with an oil or 
alkyd base. 

The roller for applying paint 
has made notable strides in the 
field of interior painting since

Tight Rules Prevent Bad Check Losses 


This Seattle dealer learned the hard way. These safeguards 


will save you losses from bad checks. 


The building materials dealer is just as vulnerable 
to possible bad check losses as any other business- 
man. This was the unpleasant lesson learned by J. D. 
Braman of the J. D. Braman Lumber & Hardware Co., 
Inc., Seattle, Washington. 


As a yard in the rapidly expanding community of 
Lake City, it was established company policy to ex- 
tend a friendly welcome to newcomers as potential 
customers. Check cashing was just one of the serv- 
ices extended by Braman to build friendly relations 
with future customers. 

But this policy was tightened in 1950 when the 
firm was hit with bogus checks totaling more than 
$300 in a few weeks. No recovery was ever made. 
The checks were used to make small! purchases in 
the yard. 


Better Identification Required 


“Our losses were so serious that we had to set a 
firm policy to protect ourselves,” explains Braman. 
“Since a bad check loss comes out of net profit, a firm 
with a net profit margin of 2% must sell $4,000 worth 


90 


of building materials to make up a $80 bad check. 
With these large losses we couldn’t afford to be 
lenient if we wanted to stay in business.” 

The result of this new policy was the formation 
of strict rules regarding check cashing. With one ex- 
ception, there have been no losses from bad checks 
since the new policy went into effect. The exception 
was caused by an employe who disregarded regula- 
tions by accepting a $55 check without proper identi- 
fication. 

Braman has discovered the most effective way to 
stop bad check losses is to cash checks only for 
accepted credit customers of the firm. All credit ap- 
plications are thoroughly investigated by Braman 
and the local credit bureau, so this rule automatically 
eliminates the professional check passer. This rule 
has helped increase sales at Bramans by creating the 
desire on the part of some customers to establish 
credit.

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yard, an insight into how check passers operate may 
help. Most losses are caused by the professional 
passer rather than the amateur. The professional 
paper hanger knows the check must look authentic 
and he must have what appears to be positive identi- 
fication. 

Checks bearing the name of reputable firms can’t 
always be considered authentic. The professional 
passer will have authentic looking checks printed, or 
if necessary stolen. Bogus checks bearing the name 
Kraft Foods and Metropolitar Life Insurance have 
been accepted on more than one occasion as the real 
thing. 

Proper identification is most important. Too many 
dealers accept a social security card as identification. 
Actually the card is only a record of the person’s 
account number, not an identification card. In some 
states drivers’ licenses are used for identification by 
bad check passers. It is well to remember that social 
security cards and drivers’ permits may be easiiy 
obtained for fictitious names and addresses. 


Watch Saturday Afternoon Checks 


Because the store is busy and banks are closed, bad 
check passers are unusually busy on Saturday after- 
noon. They pass what appears to be a salary check 
of a sum considerably larger than the item pur- 
chased. 

Police authorities in several large cities have rec- 
ommended the following procedures to help halt bad 
check artists. 


1. The manager or someone in authority should 
have the customer endorse the check in his 
presence. If the check is presented already en- 
dorsed, have the customer endorse it again on 
the opposite end of the check. If the signatures 
are dissimilar, don’t cash the check. 


If a driver’s permit is presented as identifica- 
tion, check the description on the license. Com- 
pare the signature and address with the one on 
the check. Note the validation date and serial 
number of the permit and enter this informa- 
tion on the back of the check. 


With any type identification, enter all pertinent 
information on the back of the check. This may 
help authorities trace the writer if the check is 
fraudulent. 


If there is any doubt about the check passer, 
have an employe note the license number of his 
car when he drives away and enter this on the 
back of the check. 


If presented with a check whose authenticity 
you question, step out of the room under some 
pretext. If the check isn’t good, there’s an ex- 
cellent chance the passer will get nervous and 
give himself away by leaving. 


There’s always the possibility that a restrictive 
policy on check passing may antagonize someone who 
might become a valued customer,” says Braman, “but 
I wouldn’t think of asking someone to hand over $60 
in exchange for a piece of paper unless he personally 
knew me. A person who becomes angry when we 
refuse to cash his check is unreasonable and under 
such circumstances I would just as soon forgo his 
business.”

What's Par for the Course? 


The question of what is par for 
the course doesn’t apply only to 
the great game of golf but to your 
particular business. Over a period 
of years we have accumulated sta- 
tistics pertinent to the retail lum- 
ber business upon which we have 
been able to establish our idea of 
“par.” Just as par will vary as to 
the particular course involved, so 
will the vital statistics of the lum- 
ber dealer vary by reason of size 
of the company. 

Let’s discuss “par” on a few 
holes on the golf course known as 
the retail lumber business. Par 
will be discussed in terms of the 
size of the business (volume brack- 
ets). The volume brackets upon 
which par will be indicated are: 

Group 1 Annual volume less 
than $250.000 

Group 2 — Annual volume be- 
tween $250,000 and $750,000 

Group 3 Annual volume over 
$750,000 


Question What sales volume 
should your company achieve in 
relation to net worth? 

Our 1953 survey of lumber com- 
panies indicated that the following 
were average ratios of volume 
compared to net worth: 

Group 

2.6 times net worth 

2 2.6 times net worth 

3 3.0 times net worth 
The above averages, of course, 
do not represent par, since par is 
considered to be a perfect score, 
so after reviewing the individual 
results of a few well operated com- 
panies we concluded that the fol- 
lowing are ratios that are worthy 
of the definition par: 

Volume Compared 
to Net Worth 
3.0 times 

2 3.5 times 

3 1.0 times 

The above ratios are based upon 
the assumption that the capital of 
the business will not be directed 
into investments foreign to the 
business. These ratios are further 
based upon the assumption that 
the yard or yards are owned by the 
company. 


Question — How many times dur- 
ing the year should the inven- 
tory of a company completely 
turn over? 

To compute the inventory turn- 
over of a company, the cost of sales 
is divided by the average inventory

maintained by a company. 

It is important to bear in mind 
that while a rapid turnover is a 
healthy sign, a fast turnover in 
itself does not necessarily produce 
profits. Sales must bring normal 
gross profits or rapid turnover may 
result in a mere exchange of dol- 
lars. 

First, the gross profit must be 
right and then adequate turnover 
can conserve invested capital. In 
setting up par for inventory turn- 
over, we also realized that in re- 
viewing the figures of many com- 
panies, that some achieved a high 
turnover by buying quantities from 
the wholesaler, rather than car- 
loads from the mill. Of course in 
such cases the profit is lowered to 
the extent of the wholesalers mar- 
gin on LCL quantities, unless an 
increased selling price is estab- 
lished for such purchases. 

Our ideal inventory turnover as- 
sumes that a company will get a 
normal gross margin and that most 
of the company’s purchases will be 
in carload lots. 

The following indicates our idea 
of par as compared to the average 
turnover taken from our 1953 sur- 
vey of retail lumber dealers: 


Inventory Turnovers 
Group Par 1953 Average 
1.5 times 3.6 times 
2 5.0 times 3.3 times 
3 6.5 times 5.1 times 


Question — How many employees 
should a company have in rela- 
tion to sales volume? 

The efficiency of a lumber deal- 
ers organizational set up is reflect- 
ed by the answer to this question. 
Mechanization and proper yard 
layout are factors that help to- 
wards achieving par. The averages 
as shown in our 1953 survey were 
very low. Our idea of par here will 
give lumber dealers much latitude 
for improvement. 

Average Sales Volume 
Per Employee 

Group Par 1953 Average 
1 $30,000 $25,200 
2 35,000 23,800 
3 50,000 28,400 
The foregoing should give retail 

lumber dealers a few goals to at- 

tain. We feel convinced, after re- 
viewing the statistics of a few well 
operated companies, that our idea 

of par is not based upon the im- 

possible, but are attainable. 

In succeeding articles we will re- 
view the ideal expense and profit 
ratios.

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Florida Roof Truss Available Nationally Soon 


A new type light-weight, pre- 
fabricated rafter truss widely used 
in the Miami, Fla., area will be 
available nationally soon. 

On the market only a year, the 
Sanford Truss is being used in 
more than a third of the 16,000 
homes being built in the south 
Florida area. The truss can be 
easily handled by two men and is 
claimed to permit faster and more 
durable construction—at a saving 
of from $100 to $150 per house. 

The Sanford Truss is manufac- 
tured by Truss-Mart, Inc., owned 
by the Gaines Construction Co., 
Miami. The trusses cost $13 to $14 
each, depending on size and quan- 
tity. 

The local demands for the truss 
has led to the planning of another 
plant to handle truss output for 
the new Carol City project, the 
10,000 home development being 
built in northwest Dade County. 
Plans call for 400 trusses a day for 
Carol City alone. 

According to Julius Gaines, head 
of the construction firm building 
Carol City, the compact design and 
light weight of the truss makes 
possible savings up to 30% in ma- 
terial handling. The truss, he said, 
saves handling of five framing 


members for every two feet of 
building lengths and also elimi- 
nates 2x4 plates over partitions 
and door lintels. Single 2x4 plates 
may be used as they carry no load. 

At Carol City, the truss elimi- 
nates bearing walls, thus cutting 
the cost of extra foundations and 
makes it se pena to use light, eas- 
ily-handled prefabricated walls 
that do not require exact center- 
ing. 

Key to the Sanford Truss is a 
patented Steel Grip-Plate fastened 
to each side of light wood members 
under pressure of a 50 ton press. 
Sharp, oblique metal fingers one- 
quarter inch long, punched out of 
steel plate, are forced into the 
wood timbers. To assure tight as- 
sembly, the wood members are 
placed in hydraulic jig presses. 
According to the inventor, A. Carol 
Sanford, the Grip-Plate puts all 
timbers in the same plane, thus 
creating a rigid, uniform unit. 

Not only is it extremely strong 
and durable, but it can also be 
easily packaged and handled. For 
spans up to 26’ 8” for a 214/12 roof 
pitch, two by fours are used ex- 
clusively. This alone means a sub- 
stantial saving in lumber costs. 
The plate also makes it possible to 
design a truss for specific archi- 


tectural needs, especially low- 
pitched roofs which are so common 
in Florida. 

All trusses can handle roof loads 
of 10 pounds per square foot and 
have been accepted by the FHA 
and VA 

Sanford, a registered architect 
and engineer, is now planning na- 
tional distribution with a series of 
strategically located licensees each 
serving builders within a 200-mile 
radius.

THE LUMBER MARKET 


Seasonal Decline 
In Tacoma Area 


TACOMA — The customary year 
end lull appears to be much less 
pronounced than usual, although 
there has been some falling off 
from the heavy run of business 
that has been apparent since the 
summer strike tieup. Such slack- 
ening as is evident is being cred- 
ited pretty much to year end in- 
ventory taking and operators gen- 
erally anticipate a resumption of 
activity in January. 

The situation is reflected in re- 
ports from the state employment 
security commissioner who said 
that a total of 45,609 persons ap- 
plied for state unemployment bene- 
fits last week. This was 2,612 less 
than during a comparable week 
last year, according to the commis- 
sioner, who attributed the condi- 
tion to the high level of employ- 
ment in the lumber industry. 

The Cowlitz Veneer Co., a new 
industry, began operating at Ran- 
dle, south of here, and delivered 
its initial output of 80,000 square 
feet of green fir veneer to the Cen- 
tralia Plywood Co. mill at Cen- 
tralia. George Raknes, manager of 
the latter firm, said that his com- 
pany is manufacturing more than 
3,500,000 feet of plywood monthly, 
although its rated capacity is 
2,500,000 feet. 


Governor's Panel 
Suggests 7'/2¢ Raises 


SEATTLE—Foilowing a recom- 
mendation by the fact-finding 
panel appointed by the governors 
of Washington and Oregon that a 
7'2 cent raise should take place 
January 1, 1955, the unions in- 
volved in the 84-day strike last 
summer announced that no consid- 
eration of the panel’s decision will 
be taken until after Christmas. 

The men went on strike for 12%4¢ 
an hour increase and were per- 
suaded to return to work by the 
governors. Recommendations of 
the panel are not binding on the 
unions. The panel was required to 
make a report within 90 days. 

The policy committee of the In- 
ternational Woodworkers of Amer- 
ica. (CIO) met in Portland Decem- 
ber 27 and the Lumber and Sawmill 
Workers Union northwestern coun- 
cil’s (A.F. of L.) executive board 
considered the recommendation in 
Portland January 5th. 

A. F. Hartung, president of the 
C.1.0. group criticized failure of 
the panel to make the wage in- 
crease retroactive. He said the 
men returned to work expecting 
such a clause. 

Prices are unchanged and firm

rather to the surprise of shippers 
here who anticipated a let-down 
in demand Christmas week. The 
industry enters the new year with 
good order files and business ex- 
perts see a brisk demand ahead. 
With most needed orders placed 
buyer and seller tend to play a 
waiting game. There is strong 
pressure to keep prices high or to 
advanced figures. 

The market is very sensitive and 
anyone of a number of things may 
cause it to fluctuate. Transits out 
are less than normal. The gover- 
nors’ strike panel report recom- 
mending 74¢ increase to every- 
body on January 1, 1955 will likely 
force prices up if labor and man- 
agement accept the panel’s figure. 
Mills are down and bad weather 
may affect their reopening. 

Shingle mills will remain down 
longer than usual. Several are 
understood to have shut down 
early due to slowdowns on the part 
of shingles weavers who want 
more money. California business 
has kept shingle prices firm. Sid- 
ing continues strong and the mills 
do not want business at this time 
due to swollen order files. 


Seasonal Slowdown 
Absent at Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY — Lumber busi- 
ness in the southwest region ended 
the year on a rising plane and the 
usual slowdown for inventory pe- 
riod was not in evidence. The 
widespread construction activity 
gave retailers and wholesalers a 
considerable amount of business 
and, for the first time in many 
months, the industrial division 
joined in to provide the trade with 
added volume. 

Mills reported their stocks at a 
low ebb and, with the bad weather 
setting in, it was likely that a fur- 
ther tightening in the statistical 
position would result. No dis- 
counts were reported and mills 
were asking higher prices on some 
items. The east side of the Mis- 
sissippi river found mills asking 
higher prices than on the west 
side, a rather unusual condition. 

Stocks at mills are 10% to 15% 
lower than a year ago and the 
order file has been expanding, 
which indicates a goodly volume 
of business for the start of the 
new year. The firmness in the 
market has spread to finish, which 
has been in the doldrums for 
months. Volume picked up notice- 
able for uppers. 

In the case of 1 and 2-inch. No. 3 
(industrial grades) prices firmed 
and the movement was strong. Box 
companies were making more in- 
quiries for common lumber.

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On dimensions, 2 by 4’s and 2 by 
6’s were bringing $86 a thousand 
generally for 14 and _ 16-foot 
lengths. On boards, key 1 x 8’s 
were $85 generally for kiln-dried 
stock, with some mills asking as 
much as $87. The air-dried prices 
were generally bringing around 
$82. 


Southern Pine 
Scarce at Baltimore 


BALTIMORE — The market for 
southern pine has shown a decided 
increase in the past month, with 
demand far exceeding supply. 
Dealers report a definite scarcity, 
and are thankful to get any 
amount. A few comparative prices 
show 6-inch roofers and 8-inch 
boards selling for $85 to $90 FOB 
mill; and 2x10x16’s ranging from 
between $90 and $95 per M. One 
wholesaler remarked that manu- 
facturers were in a very advan- 
tageous position. 

Fir is also holding very strong, 
but so far the demand is being 
satisfied without undue difficulty. 
Pricewise, not too much difference 
can be noted from a month ago. 
Cargo shipments of No. 1 common 
with up to 25 percent of No. 2 are 
selling for around $101; with an 
unloading charge of about $3 per 
M extra. This leveling-off in price 
would seem to agree with the pre- 
dictions of many wholesalers that 
fir would rise somewhat by the 
first of the year. 

Oak flooring shows a tendency 
in the other direction, with supply 
far exceeding the demand. Much 
more stock is on hand than dealers 
have orders for; and production is 
greatly exceeding dealer orders. 
This is verified by the nation-wide 
picture which shows production 
to be in excess of 24,000,000 board 
feet, shipments of only 21,000,000 
and orders of less than 18,000,000. 
This condition is attributed by 
one yard owner to the colder 
weather, which is slowing down 
construction. Carload price for 
this lumber in Baltimore is about 
$198 for clear, plain white oak 
flooring; and $208 for clear, plain 
red. Select white is around $193, 
and select red $198, both delivered 
prices. 


Lumber Nationally 


Lumber shipments of 488 mills 
reporting to the National Lumber 
Trade Barometer were 6.4% below 
production for the week ending 
December 11, 1954. In the same 
week new orders of these mills 
were 1.3% below production. Un- 
filled orders of the reporting mills 
amounted to 39% of stocks. For 
the reporting softwood mills un- 
filled orders were equivalent to 22 
days’ production at the current 
rate, and gross stocks were equiva- 
lent to 53 days’ production.
